Tuesday, August 27, 1935 


The fifty-second session of the Idaho Annual Conference 
opened at the First Methodist Episcopal Church, of La Grande, 
Oregon, at 8:00 p. m., A. W. Nelson, of La Grande, presiding. 

An informal reception consisting of music and addresses was 
given by the people of La Grande. Response was made by Bishop 
Titus Lowe, Presiding President of the sessions. 


SECOND DAY, SECOND SESSION

VI. REPORTS 


A. STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 
BOARD OF EDUCATION 


CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 


Christian literature constitutes a vital part of Christian education. The 
minds of our members are constantly stimulated by nonreligious and anti- 
christian influences through the press, movie, and radio. To counteract 
these influences, we must make greater use of Christian publications. The 
Christian Advocate deserves our fullest support. We therefore recommend 
that during the coming year each charge secure one subscription to every 
fifteen of its members, and that in each district a minister and a layman 
be appointed to co-operate with the district superintendent in effecting this 
program. 


IDAHO INSTITUTE OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


We recognize this Institute as an influential and very important unit in 
the Christian educational work in the State of Idaho and recommend that 
the Idaho Conference pledge support to its program. We urge that our 
pastors do all they can to influence young people going to the University of 
Idaho to register for studies in the Institute and that Dr. C. W. Tenney be 
given all possible assistance in carrying out his work. 

Q We request the Bishop to appoint Chas. W. Tenney as Director of the 
Institute. 


WESLEY FOUNDATION 


Following our Methodist young people into their college life at our state 
colleges is a vitally important task. In Idaho it is cared for splendidly at 
the University of Idaho and at the Southern Branch by our resident pastors 
and at the University of Oregon and at Oregon State College by our local 
churches and Foundation workers. For the support of this work, we recom- 
mend that our churches located in Oregon contribute such sums as they 
are able to give to the units at the two Oregon institutions and that our 
churches in Idaho pledge $1,000.00 towards the support of the Idaho pro- 
gram, $700.00 for Moscow and $300.00 for Pocatello, with World Service 
eredit for as much of this as is possible. We also recommend that our 
pastors co-operate with the Foundation directors by sending them the names 
and addresses of students attending their institutions. 

We recommend for election as trustees of the Foundation at Moscow the 
following: Hans J. Roan, M. H. King, H. H. Wolf, H. 8. Hamilton, Hugh 
B. Fouke, Jr., Raymond S. Rees, W. C. Bowman, Andrew Warner, and 
H. G. McCallister. 

We approve of the extension of Wesley Foundation work at the Southern 
Branch and authorize the Reverend Gross W. Alexander to proceed to meet 
the requirements of the Division of Wesley Foundations of the Board of 
Education for such a unit.

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CHILDREN’S DAY COLLECTION FOR THE STUDENT LOAN FUND 


Our Children’s Day collection is a disciplinary fund used for the support 
of a loan fund for needy Methodist students. We urge our Reap chee 
churches to recognize and respect the sacredness of the claim of this fund 
and recommend that all Children’s Day collections be immediately remitted 
to the Board of Education, 740 Rush Street, Chicago. Last year, needy 
tudents who were members of churches in this Conference received in loans 
five times as much money as the churches of this Conference contributed 
through Children’s Day collections. 


GOODING COLLEGE 


Gooding College belongs to the churches of the Idaho Annual Conference 
and not to southern Idaho and should be so recognized by our pastors and 
members. This institution, standing for the Christian emphasis in higher 
education, has not had the loyal support from this Conference that is its 
due. We propose that this Conference assume its full responsibility towards 
Gooding. The new program of “our college” warrants a new loyalty and 
a wider support. 

(a) Commission on Higher Education in the Idaho Conference—In Order 
that we may confidently go forward with this program of higher education, 
we recommend the appointment of a commission on higher education in the 
idaho Conference to be composed of seven members of whom one shall be 
the resident bishop and another the president of Gooding College, with the 
following members: Hugh B. Fouke, Jr., George G. Roseberry, Ralph Ney- 
blad, Wm. J. Holden, and Mrs. Sam Ballantyne. We further recommend 
that this commission be empowered to fill vacancies that shall occur in its 
membership; that during the coming year it study the responsibility of the 
Idaho Conference in the field of higher education and formulate a policy 
and program for submission to this body at its next annual meeting. We 
also recommend that our general Board of Education be requested to depute 
Dr. Wm. J. Davidson to co-operate with the commission in its work. 

(b) A Living Endowment for Gooding College—Since the College does 
not possess a productive endowment it must have some suitable substitute. 
To assure funds sufficient for its program we recommend that the members 
of the churches of this Conference form themselves into a living endowment 
capitalized at $250,000.00 bearing interest at four per cent. This will 
produce an income on the basis of one dollar per member or $10,000.00 a 
year. 

(c) Gooding College Sunday—We recommend that Sunday, October 13, 
cr the nearest Sunday thereto, be observed as Gooding College Day and 
that upon that day the program of Christian higher education and the claims 
of our College be presented by all of our preachers. 

(d) Legacies and Estate Notes—Our pastors are urged to be ever alert 
to opportunities to present the needs and claims of the College to those 
making bequests by wills or estate notes. 

(e) Trustees—We nominate for election as trustees for the term ending 
1938, John Thomas, C. M. Donaldson, W. H. Hertzog, and E. L. White. 


We recognize the fine support and co-operation that this Conference has 
yeceived from our Board of Education. At this time, we wish especially 
to record our appreciation of the wise counsel and help afforded us by 
Dr. W. J. Davidson during his visit to this session of our Conference. 4 

We direct the attention of all of our pastors and religious education 
workers to the excellent materials prepared by the Board of Education, 
covering a rich variety of courses of study for our youth and adults. Let 
us have an intelligent membership! 
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RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
REPORT OF SEMINAR NO. 1 


We view the church as the supreme agency for helping folk, both young 
and old, to grow in the knowledge and grace of our Saviour, Jesus Christ, 
and consider the development of Christlikeness of character as manifested 
both by an inner attitude and an outer expression of life as the primary 
goal of the activities of the church. ‘ 

We recommend that the local church, through its own religious education 
committee, give careful consideration to the various phases of the work 
proposed by the district superintendents in their report. Particularly we 
suggest that a greater emphasis be placed upon the vacation church school 
with its possibilities for the actual application and carrying out of character- 
building principles. We urge the improvement of the Epworth League Insti- 
tutes at the point of their value for developing Christian character. Also 
that the Institute idea be made an integral part of the local church program 
and the continuation of the definite division of the Institute for young people 
above high-school age, with the further development of special study units 
dealing with the particular problems and questions of that age group. 

In light of the fact that many of the men and women of our churches are 
not growing in understanding of the implications of the Christian principles 
for practical living, in the practice of Christian living, and in the skill in 
church relationships, we ask that the district superintendents make a special 
study of the work being done among adults for their enrichment and growth 
and that they suggest ways by which the adults may be helped, not only 
through services of worship but through participation in study groups, and 
that they report to the next Annual Conference the results of their study 
and their recommendations. 

We ask also that the laymen from the local churches, with the assistance 
ef the pastor, introduce and experiment with newer methods, policies, and 
programs among the adults. We suggest that the official boards be urged 
to use the report of the district superintendents and other materials sug- 
gested therein as a basis of discussion in a series of study meetings. 

Realizing that the further development and the application of the ideas 
received in our seminar must begin with our own activity, we suggest that 
each lay delegate make a report to the local church and, more than that, 
that he be a committee of one to start action. Feeling that this is in line 
with our goal as suggested in the opening of the report, we emphasize that 
the meaning of our church membership must be conceived in terms of giving 
a demonstration in daily life of Christian character and personal relation- 
ship to God.

— «Your Conference World Service Council respectfully submits the follow- 
ing report in which are included certain recommendations of the Seminar on 
Benevolences. 


ele goal of $6,000.00 should be set as our objective for World Service 
givings during the next year. This is about $900.00 more than was secured 
during this year. 


2. The Commission on Finance shall be requested to distribute this goal 
to the several churches in the form of askings. 


3. Every pastor is urged to call together, at an early date, the local 
Committee on Benevolences, together with the officers of the Women’s Mis- 
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One — rer ao other organizations as constitute missionary 
t agencies, and plan a total missionary education program f h 
church that shall reach every member. : re eas 
_ In the planning of this program full use should be made of the excellent 
missionary study courses now available, the stereopticon lectures, missionary 
sermons and addresses, reading courses, and the Advocate. 
Midweek services and Sunday evenings can be utilized for such missionary 


study in addition to the regular meetings of the Sunday School and Epworth 
League. 


4, Every effort should be made to secure as many regular contributors 
to the World Service agencies as there are to the local budget. To this end 
the every-member-canvass should secure pledges for these causes in addition 
een local budget. The duplex envelope system is indispensable to such a 

-ogram. 


5. Whenever possible, specific projects should be selected as the goal for 
the local church designation of its givings. It is believed that this tends to 
steady the giving of a church. In our own Conference the following are pre- 
sented as asking your support by designated gifts. District Maintenance, 
Wesley Foundation at Moscow, Gooding College. 


6. Special missionary days should be observed and collections taken. In 
October there are: Gooding College Sunday and Missionary Sunday. Later 
there are Christmas and Easter. Attention is especially directed to the fact 
that this year marks the four hundredth anniversary of the first English- 
printed Bible and that a service recognizing this would well be in order. 
This could be the occasion for recognizing the work of the American Bible 
Society and the taking of a collection for World Service. 


REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOWMENT 
COMMISSION—August 31, 1935 


We are most grateful to all who have assisted by subscription or other- 
wise in the success that has attended our effort to secure an endowment of 
$100,000 toward support of our conference claimants. We are particularly 
grateful to Mrs. H. W. Parker for her consecrated efforts in this work the 
past year. 

The Idaho Conference is fully aware that it is not keeping the promise 
of the church in its care for the forty-four dependents upon this Con- 
ference. An earnest attempt is being made to lay the ground-work which 
shall give more adequate care to those who have served the church so faith- 
fully and well. 

We therefore recommend for your consideration the following suggestions 
as our Conference policy for the year 1935-36: 

First, we are proposing as a cultivation measure that our Conference 
be divided into the following divisions, namely, The La Grande division with 
H. E. Dixon as representative; Baker, J. H. Coulter, representative; Payette, 
A. L. Freehafer, representative; Boise, H. J. Roan; Gooding-Jerome, Carl 
Davidson; Twin Falls-Rupert, G. G. Roseberry; Idaho Falls-Pocatello, C. M. 
Donaldson. These men, in their respective divisions, are to contact people 
in the interests of estate bequests for our endowment. 

Second, we again recommend that every young man entering the ministry 
shall have at least $2,500 insurance to provide for an estate for his family 
or dependents in case of his death. We further suggest that the officiary of 
the church encourage their ministers to carry an adequate amount of 
insurance. 

(1) We recommend that the district superintendents include comprehen- 
sive courses in Christian stewardship in the training classes they give on 
their respective districts this coming year. 
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(2) Whenever possible, we urge the organization of classes in Christian 
stewardship for the members of the local churches. 

(3) We suggest the use of a unified budget, with a duplex envelope 
system, so even the children will feel they are partners in the work of the 
church as a whole. 

(4) We further recommend that the district superintendent and the 
pastors acquaint the people with the purpose, the plans, and the needs of 
all the conference institutions and the different boards of the church.

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CONFERENCE COMMISSION ON FINANCE 


The Conference Commission on Finance appointed last year to estimate 
the amount needed for the support of the district Senarintaidents and the 
expenses incidental to their work; that needed for the Conference expense, 

- including a fund for the publication of Conference minutes and a sustenta- 
tion fund and to apportion these amounts among the churches, together 
with the amounts estimated by the Conference Board of Stewards for the 
Jonference Claimants and the amount assigned to the Conference for general 
conference expense, and to receive the moneys paid and distribute or send 
to the treasurers of the respective funds the amounts designated for them, 
desire to report as follows: 

1. The task assigned the commission has been performed with as much 
thoroughness and dispatch as possible under the limitation of lack of 
established habit on the part of the churches in the handling of their 
finances in the manner made necessary by the new plan. 

2. Your commission finds that less than twenty per cent of the giving 
of the churches of the Conference is required for the support of the 
conference agencies. 

3. The custom of leaving the major portion of the amount needed for 
these agencies to be raised at conference time is detrimental to the agencies 
being supported by the fund and to the local church agencies as well. 
Therefore greater attention should be given to a monthly settlement plan 
for both the local church expenses and for the conference agencies. 

Your commission recommends as follows: 

1. That the plan for the Conference Commission on Finance as set forth 
in paragraph 329 of the Discipline be continued, and that apportionment to 
the charges be made in a manner similar to that followed last year, save 
that the apportionment be made on a monthly basis, and that each church 
be asked to attempt to settle all bills monthly, those for the local church 
expenses as well as those for the conference agencies. 

2. That the apportionment for Sustentation Fund be discontinued. 

3. That all designated gifts for use within the Idaho Conference either 
for district maintenance, Gooding College, or Wesley Foundation be sent to 
the treasurer of the Conference Commission on Finance for transmission to 
the proper agencies for accreditation or use. 

4. That the following be elected to constitute the Conference Commission 
on Finance for the ensuing year: Hugh B. Fouke, Hans J. Roan, Laurel 
Elam, E. L. White, Lloyd Gilmore, Enoch Wahl, and the district super- 
intendents. . 

5. That the commission be asked to bond its treasurer for $2,000.

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VII MEMOIRS 


JAMES D. GILLILAN 


JAMES D. GILLILAN was born at Jackson, Ohio, on May 19, 1858. He was 
educated in the public schools there and married Alice Wiseman on May 19, 
1880. 

Answering a call to preach, he joined the Pittsburgh Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 1883 and was sent to Utah as missionary, 
where he served for fifteen years, during which time he also served as 
superintendent for the Utah Mission. 

He joined the Idaho Conference in 1898, being appointed to Pocatello, 
and has given continuous service in the Conference until he retired at the 
Conference of 1933, thus rendering fifty years of ministry. His years of 
service in the Idaho Conference made him a member of the Order of the 
Golden Cross. 

Twice he served as Superintendent of a District, being appointed to the 
La Grande District in 1904 and to the Boise District in 1911. To each of 
these districts he gave six years. 

Three times he was a delegate to a General Conference. In 1904 he 
went to the General Conference at Los Angeles, in 1912 to Minneapolis, and 
in 1816 to Saratoga Springs. 

For five years, 1900 to 1904, he acted as secretary for the Conference. 
In 1918 he was a member of-a Commission sent to the Orient to survey the 
missionary work of the Church. 

Among the charges he held more recently are: La Grande, Blackfoot, 
Filer, and Wendell. It was from Wendell that he took the retired relationship. 

He was active in the Masonic Order and also in the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows. 

His education was largely self-secured, through his wide and thorough 
reading. Willamette University honored him with a degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. 

Those of his family who remain to cherish his memory are his wife 
Alice; a daughter, Mrs. Zella B. Leonard, of Boise; three sons, James D. 
of Portland, Oregon, Lewis Claire of Filer, Idaho, and Carl Lassater of 
Portland, Oregon; three brothers, L. N. Gillilan of Salt Lake City, Utah; 
Strickland Gillilan of Washington, D. C., Dr. E. E. Gillilan of Columbus, 
Ohio; two sisters, Mrs. Addie Coleman and Mrs. Georgia Hunter of Ohio. 
There are thirteen grandchildren and eight great grandchildren. 


BENJAMIN FRANKLIN MEREDITH 


BENJAMIN FRANKLIN MEREDITH was born in Staffordshire, England, 
December 26, 1865, and was translated from the Deaconess Hospital in 
Spokane, Washington, August 16, 1935. When but three years of age his 
parents migrated to America and settled at Norristown, Pennsylvania, which 
_ Benjamin prepared for college at the Centenary Collegiate Institute of 
Hackettstown, New Jersey, and then entered Old Wesleyan at Middletown, 
Connecticut, where he was graduated in 1891. 

In 1893 he united with the New York East Conference where he served 
until 1906, when he was transferred to the Idaho Conference, of which he has 
since been a member with the exception of three and one half years spent 
at Glasgow, Montana. For some years he served as secretary of the Con- 
ference, and for a time was field agent for Jason Lee Academy. 
was ever afterward their home. 

In 1933 he took the retired relationship on account of age, and has since 
made his home at Yelm, Washington. As opportunity offered, he has served 
churches near Yelm, preaching recently at Roy. Early in the year he dis- 
covered that all was not right with him physically. An examination re- 
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vealed a tumor, and so he had it cauterized the first of April. Later in 
April a second cauterization was undergone, but to no avail. Early in June 
his physician informed him that a real serious operation would be necessary 
if his life was to be saved. For a few weeks he and his beloved companion, 
to whom he was united in 1912, spent much time in God’s out-of-doors, 
which he so greatly loved. The week of the Fourth they spent’ in beautiful 
Mt. Ranier Park.

Whereas, Our supreme loyalty to God and to the Kingdom of God as at 
present interpreted by the Methodist Episcopal Church does not permit of 
the destruction of human life and of other evils incident to war, which is 
proclaimed by the General Conference to be man’s chief collective sin; and 

Whereas, Several national states, including the United States of America, 
have condemned recourse to war for the solution of international contro- 
versies, solemnly agreeing that the settlement of all disputes or conflicts 
shall never be sought except by pacific means; and 

Whereas, There prevails very widely a state of advanced preparation— 
material, social, and psychological—for war, and almost every condition 
necessary to the cataclysmic advent of an actual state of war between 
certain national states; and

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Whereas, attitudes, pronouncements, actions taken independently pb 
papain and separate relatively small groups, while Reenatie abe 
0 us to be inadequate for the prevention of the outbreak of hostilities, not- 
withstanding the resolutions of various religious and other bodies, and 
multilateral agreement between nations renouncing war as an instrument 
of national policy, and the League of Nations, and the World Court; and 

Whereas, We believe that international peace may not be permanently 
established until public opinion so demands; and 

Whereas, in times like these, with the machines of communication owned 
or controlled by parties dominated by the philosophy of greed and strife, an 
intelligent and determined public opinion appears to be impossible unless 
and until there is a resolute fellowship of many citizens who have personally 
repudiated this state of international anarchy and violence and who are 
associated together for purposes of action to abolish war and engaged in 
organized resistance to this colossal evil; and 

Whereas, there is no united front against war in which we all may 
participate with unanimity; Therefore 

Be It Hereby Resolved, That the Idaho Conference memorialize the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church to initiate action 
looking toward the organization and maintenance of a UNITED RELIGIOUS 
FRONT AGAINST WAR; and be it 

_Further Resolved, That we petition the General Conference to appro- 
priate a sum of not less than $400,000 to be used during the ensuing quad- 
rennium in this fundamental evangelistic and educational work to be dis- 
bursed quarterly by the treasurer of the World Peace Commission to the 
Saeie as agency, or otherwise as the General Conference may determine; 
and be i 

Further Resolved, That, as the agency of the UNITED RELIGIOUS FRONT 
AGAINST WAR, we would approve the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ In America, or some commission which the Federal Council might 
create in co-operation with other national religious bodies, or some inter- 
religious commission created at a convention of Protestants, Catholics, Jews, 
and others to be called by the World Peace Commission of the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church; and be it 

Finally Resolved, That we memorialize the General Conference to instruct 
its World Peace Commission to advise all major religious bodies in the 
United States of America of such action looking toward the establishment 
of an aggressive, determined, UNITED RELIGIOUS FRONT AGAINST WAR, in- 
viting each of them with all earnestness to co-operate in taking the same or 
similar action with a view to abolition of man’s chief collective sin—war, 
with all its manifold and attendant evils.

Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, convening at Columbus, 
Ohio, in May, 1936 to return Bishop Titus Lowe to the Supervision of the 
Portland Area for another quadrennium.

sions by laymen or others, at these sessions, and that this committee 
serve through the next conference year.

B. RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1—The Board of Ministerial Training will conduct its work as per the pro- 
visions of the Discipline, paragraphs 198 to 204. Special attention on_ 
the part of undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks 
and examinations as contained therein. 


2—Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 
Board. No examination will be given after the beginning of the con- 
ference session. 

3—Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written 
work on the textbooks before examination on any book. 


4—All written work on the collateral readings must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the conference session. 

5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by each 
undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental expenses. 

6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the chair- 
man who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 

7—Any student who fails to get the work done in the time designated as per 
schedule must have written permission from the chairman of the Board 
to take the examination at- any other time. 

8-—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at the seat of conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board. 


C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m. and adjourn at 12:15 
noon. Devotional services shall be held during the first thirty minutes. 


2. All standing committees, except the Committee on Memorials, shall be 
nominated by the district superintendents on the opening day of the session. 
The standing committees shall be composed of one layman and one preacher 
from each district. The first name on any committee shall be the temporary 
chairman of that committee until the committee is regularly organized. 

3. The Committee on Memoirs shall consist of three ministers nominated 
by the cabinet and elected by the Conference for the next session of the con- 
ference and their names shall be printed in the journal of the conference 
electing them. This committee shall have charge of the memorial service 
which shall be held on the opening day of the conference. 

4. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining min- 
ister, the chairman of the Laymen’s Conference, the district superintendents. 
with the co-operation of the presiding Bishop. 


5. All members voting shall be within the bar of the conference at the 
time the vote is taken. 


6. The secretary of the conference shall have charge of all papers of the 
conference in the interim between the sessions of the conference and shall 
not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except by 
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order of the conference. All papers of the conference shall be forwarded to 
the place of the conference session. 

_T. No man shall be received on trial into the conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be selected by the 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all whether seeking re- 
ception from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. 
No person shall be admitted on trial in this conference unless he have a 
minimum academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation of A.B. 
degree except by two-thirds vote of the conference. 

8. The Standing Rules of this conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 

9. The Rules of Order adopted by the last general conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these con- 
ference rules. 

10. The united sessions of the lay and annual conference shall be held on 
Friday and Saturday of conference week at which meetings the order of 
a shall be conducted as provided by the Discipline, paragraphs 82 
an P 

11. No member of the conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be privileged to serve on the Board of Conference Relations 
or the Board of Stewards. 

12. In Executive Session only can the conference relation of any member 
be brought up for discussion. 

13. (Paragraph 623, 4 Discipline 1920) “When a preacher in full con- 
nection fails to be advanced in his conference course of study for a given 
year, said year shall not be counted as a year of effective service unless he 
is in attendance upon a standard school or is excused by a two-thirds vote of 
his Conference upon the recommendation of the Board of Examiners.” 


D. ORGANIZATION OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION 


ARTICLE 1. 


Name. 

This organization shall be called the Board of Education of the Idaho_ 
Annual Conference and shall be auxiliary to the Board of Education of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

ARTICLE 2. 

The functions of the Board shall be those outlined in the Discipline, 
paragraph 465, Section 5. 

ARTICLE 3. 


Composition of the Board. 

The Board shall consist of twelve members, an equal number of ministers 
and laymen. Elected members of the Board should be chosen on the basis 
of their knowledge of and the interest in the various agencies and phases of 
the work included under the jurisdiction of the Board. 

In addition to the elected members there shall be two other classes of 

ers as follows: ; 
ete) Ex Officio Members: District Superintendents; President of Gooding 
College; and the Director of Religious Education of the Conference or Area. 

(b) Co-operating Members: District Presidents of the Epworth League; 
the ranking member of the Methodist Brotherhood and the various Mis- 
sionary Societies. 
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ARTICLE 4. 


Officers. 
. The officers of this Board shall be a president, a vice president, and a 
secretary. The duties of these officers shall be such as usually pertain to 
their respective offices. 


ARTICLE 5. 


Organization. 
The Board shall be organized as follows: 


I—Divisions. 

(a) A Division of Educational Institutions which shall have the responsi- 
bility as outlined in the 1932 Discipline, Paragraph 465, Section a, b, c, d, 
ewanded. 

(b) A Division of Religious Education whose duties shall be the training 
through church schools, Epworth Leagues, and such other organizations 
within the Conference as may be doing religious educational work. Disci- 
pline, Paragraphs 460 to 468—1932 Discipline. 


2—Executive Committee. 


There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the officers of the 
Board and the chairman of the Division of Educational Institutions and of 
the Division of Religious Education. 

The Executive Committee shall act for the Board in the interim between 
its meetings and shall assume such other regular duties as may be committed 
to it by the Board. 


8—Committees. 


Such other committees shall be appointed from time to time as the 
exigencies of the situation shall demand. 


ARTICLE 6. 


Meetings. 


1. The Conference Board shall meet annually at the time of the Annual 
Conference Session. Other meetings may be held at the call of the Board 
or by the Executive Committee. 

2. Meetings of the Divisions shall be held as determined upon by the 
divisions themselves. 

_ 8. Committees of the Board shall meet as often as the interests of their 
responsibility may demand and at places determined by themselves. 


ARTICLE 7. 


Amendments. 


This Constitution may be amended by two thirds of the members present 
at any annual meeting. 


ARTICLE 8, 


Vacancies in Office. 


Vacancies in the office of the Board may be filled at any regular called 
meeting of the Board or by the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE 9, 


Quorum. 


One third of its membership shall constitute a quorum for the meetings 
ot the Board, Executive Committee, and Division meetings.
